The Maine Federation of Agri- 
cultural Associations, after careful 
study of the tax situation in rural 
Maine, has adopted a five-point 
program for tax policy révision. 

Frank B. Day, president of ths 
organization, says that the present 
high property taxes are destroying 
real estate yalues, hastening land 
abandonment, and preventing the 
use of a good forestry practices in 
farm woodlands, 

To meet the situation, the federa- 
tion recommends: 

1, Ineveased economy in the ad- 
rninistration of all departments of 
rovernment both state and local. 

2. Reduction in taxes levied 
agninst real estate, because farm 
real estate taxes in Maine ara 
lugher than in any other state, 

2. That there should be no di- 
~ersion from highway use of the 
income from the gas tax and auto 
registration fees. 

4. That general property tax- 
of all 
constructian, maintenance and 
snoa¥Y removal eosts on highways in- 
cluded in the so-called state high- 
way system and on mileage now 
outside this system, except that 
uced principally by the abutting 
Iand owners. 

5. That old age assistanee should 
not be financed from tax Jevies 
on general property,

Consumption of Cheese 
Shows Upward Trend 
Americans are éating more 
cheese, says the bureau of agricul. 
tural economics, The upward trend 
in consumption has been especially 
noticeable during the past seven or 


| elght years, 


in depression years, from 1929 tw 
1932, the per capita consumption af 
cheese dropped slightly. Since then 
the trend has been sharply upward 
and last year it wis 25 per céent 
greater than In 1930, 

During the past five years the use 
of cheese has averaged 5.34 pounds 
per person, compared with 4.55 
pounds In the 1025-29 period. In 
1910-14 ft averaged 4.28 pounds and 
in 1900-1004 the average was 4.64 


pounds por person. 


‘This upward trend fn the use of 
theese, the bufeay points out, has 
been in contrast with the trends 
in consumption of niany other staple 
food products, Constimption of but- 
ter during the past five years was 
about the same as tn the pro-war 
yeats of 1910-14, but considerably 
loss than in 1900-1004. In the past

This 
time it isn’t the bright lights that 
are calling! it's the pay envelope,

At feast, that is what the experts 
here in Washington who claim they

And Uncle Sam is helping. Most 
people didn’t notice it but congress 
slipped $10,000,000 intu the Jast de- 
ficiency bill, most of which {s going 
toward helping the farm boy get a 
job in the city. The money is to be 
appropriated as part of the indus- 
trial defense program for ‘‘out-of-
